Louisville, Ky., April 11. — All the candidates for 
tlie Kentucky Derby tliat are trained at the local 
tracks were seen in a<*tion yesterday at either 
Churchill D«»wns or Douglas Park, 

None of the three -year-olds did any fast work, 
but all were given steady exercise. Since tlie work- 
outs last rt*ported, the fastest trials of these three - 
year-olds are as follows: 

(fillies, in the sta!»le of J. E. Madden, mile in 
l:o2. He looks strong and lusty and liis condition 
is improving fast. 

Slipshod, ill H. P. Whitney’s stable, thn*e-eightlis 
ill 37%. If anything he is as far advanced as any 
of the Derby cracks in training hen*. 

licna Misha, in J. Nolan’s string, half mile in 
52%. Looks now' fairly well advanced in his condi- 
tion. 

Big Smoke, in T. C. Bradley’s string, mile in 
1:50. He is well advanced in his preparation and 
improving daily. 

Polroma. in J. Livingston’s stable, half mile in 
53. Doing well, but not as much fancied by trainer 
H. R. Brandt as either of his stable companions. 
Colonel Vennie and Flcuro. The latter is working 
steadily and Colonel Vennie is taking slow exercise 
daily. 

Other Derby candidates at the Downs, w’hich are 
daily seen in work, are Poc'kichoo, Bank, Huffaker, 
Sanward, Heir Apparent and Blackie Daw, ail of 
w'liich are doubtful starters in the big race w'itli 
tlie exception of Heir Apparent. Blackie Daw* is 
again taking slow exercise for trainer Pierct*, but 
lie admits that it will l»e a miracle if he can get 
this winner of the Cincinnati Trophy ready to fill 
Ills Kentucky Derby engagement, as his recent 
sickness resulted in him having to la.v up so long. 
Trainer Piertv, however, is sending the black colt 
along now and if there is any chance to get liim 
to the iKist, in his best form, he w'ill wear colors 
in the race. 

The four Derby candidates in training at Doug- 
las Park, which an* Cosmic, I)<Mlge, Franklin and 
Dick Williams, will all be strongly worked out 
this week, with the exception of Dick Williams, 
which is not regarded by horsemen as a probable 
starter. 

One thing that trainers here are congratulating 
themselves on is the fact that the cold spell has 
had little effect on the Derliy candidates and, 
so far, the severe change in the w’oather lias been 
fuUow'cil by no stable sickness among tlie five 
hundred and more hoi-ses quartered at the lo<‘al 
tracks.

They, as w'ell as the big band in the stable of 
(3orrigan & McKinney, are now all looking good and 
working to the sjitisfai'tion of their trainers. The 
latter firm will liave suffieient of their youngsters 
ready to make a good showing at the coming 
l>owns meeting. 

If it is at all |M>ssible to fit her for a race at 
over a mile in the month of May. trainer Georgia 
Ktrate will start George Wingfield’s English filly, 
Polistena, in the (.’lark Handicap at one mile and a 
sixteenth. As she is going right along in her 
preiiaratiun there is a chan<e now that she can 
meet her engagement in this event, which is set to 
be run on Saturday. May 20. As she has not been 
out of England long, trainer Strate entered her at 
the local tracks in only the Clark Handicap and 
Memorial Handicap at Douglas Park, as he was 
satisfied he could not get her readj' to do her best 
ut a mile and a quarter b.v June 3. the date the 
Kentucky Handicap is to lie run. He says, how- 
e\*er. if nothing hapiiens to her during this .vear. 
that she will make a try for the Kentucky Handicap 
in 1917. The fill.v continues to attract much atten- 
tion at the Downs and she divides honors in this 
respect among visitors with the various Derby can- 
didates. 

During the re«-ent visit here of I’rici* Mi’Kinney, 
the (’leveland turfman, he made it known that «t 
present there are seventy nian*s at his Wi<-k!iffe 
Htud near I.<‘xin!;toii whii-h will l»e mated this .vear 
to the five sires he now owns, nainel.v, Colin, 
Delhi, ritimus.

The Delhi .vearlings at Wickliffe Stud this year 
ore pronounced by g<K)d judges as grand a bunch 
of yourgsters as was ever show’n on any farm b.v 
one liorse. If they meet with no accidents, the^- 
are Biire to greatl.^ increase the stud fame of this 
noted slr»* of iMmiinant, when the.v liegia ra<-ing as 
tw'o- year -olds in 1917. The Delhi colt that Rowe 
tiMik such f.incy to is colored much like his sire 
and has other chara<*teristics in his make-np much 
on the order of that son of Ben Brush, w’hich on the 
turf wab a |100,000 winner.
